In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-11 and 14-30, is drawn to ester compounds and aUcyclic dicarboxylic 

acid diesters . 

Group II, claim(s) 12-13 and 31-33, is drawn to a refrigerator lubricating oil comprising 
aromatic and aUcycUc dicarboxyUc acid diesters . 

n. The inventions listed as Groups do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

the intemational application shall relate to one invention only or to a group of inventions 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept (" requirement of unity of 
invention "). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states " Where a group of inventions is claimed in one and the same 
intemational application, the requirement of unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 
shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions 
involving one or more of the same or corresponding special techiaical features. The 
expression"" special technical features" shall mean those technical features that define a 
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contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the 
prior art. 

Group I is directed to ester compounds and alicyclic dicarboxylic acid diesters 

, whereas Group II is directed to the refrigerator lubricating oil comprising aromatic and 

alicyclic dicarboxylic acid diester . 

According to Bishop et al (US 2,552,084), the refrigerator lubricating oil composition 
may contain mineral oil , a halogenated hydrocarbon , and an ethylene oxide. From this 
, it fr)llows that the refrigerator lubricating oil composition does not require the presence 
of the ester compounds and alicyclic dicarboxylic acid diesters. Group I is not the 
special technical feature required in making the refrigerator lubricating oil composition. 
There is no single general inventive concept and no unity of invention for the method or 
the process as defined in 37 CFR 1 .475. 

37 CFR 1.475 states that a national stage application containing claims to different 
categories of invention will be considered to have xmity of invention if the claims are drawn only 

to one of the following combination of categories: 

a. A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; or 

b. A product and a process of use of said product; or 

c. A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and a use 
of the said product; or 

d. A process and an apparatus or means specially designed for carrying out the said process; 
or 

e. A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an 
apparatus or means specially designed for carrying out the said process. 

A telephone call was made to Stephen G. Adrian on 6/2/2003 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
